A certificate of registry and a signed transfer will be furnished for 
each lot sold and a properly signed application for registry will be furnish- 
ed for each calf sold at foot and for each unborn calf sold in dam. 


All animals in the sale have been tested for Tuberculosis and Bang’s 
Disease within 30 days of the date of the sale, and health certificates will 
be furnished. 


Announcements from the auction box will take precedence over print- 
ed matter in the catalog. 


All persons who attend this sale do so at their own risk, and the 
owners assume no liability, legal or otherwise, for any accidents that may 
occur. 


Inasmuch as this sale contains two separate groups of cattle, one of 
which is being sold as a complete dispersion, separate guarantees will be 
made in the forewords accompanying the respective groups.

DISPERSION OF THE INDIAN VALLEY HERD 


In 1939 Walter and Vanna Thrasher laid the foundation of the now 
well-known Indian Valley herd of Shorthorns. The foundation animals 
were carefully selected from the best herds from this country. Later they 
imported a few choice females from Scotland and these have produced 
particularly well. Their last two herd bulls have also been imported, and 
they have made a real contribution to breed improvement in this country. 


Their first imported bull was Aldsworth Bishop, a dark roan, bred 
by William Garne of Cheltenham, England. A two-year old when im- 
ported, Aldsworth Bishop was immediately put into service. His first 
crop of calves, shown in the 1946 Gold Medal Calf shows of Indiana, won 
enough to make him the Champion Gold Medal Shorthorn Sire of the year. 
Hach succeeding calf crop has added to the prestige of Aldsworth Bishop, 
and the Indian Valley herd. 


To use on the choice daughters of Aldsworth Bishop the Thrashers 
imported the red yearling, Elmley Gold Patrol, bred by R. D. S. Main of 
Churchill, England, and calved in 1945. His calves have been outstand- 
ing and most of the females in this dispersion will have calves by him 
at toot. 


It is quite natural that, after building up such a good herd the owners 
should come to this dispersion with regret. But the larger of their farms 
has been sold, and other business interests demand increased attention 
and supervision. Furthermore, Walter’s two sons, Donald and George, 
who were unusually active and reliable in caring for the cattle, are en- 
rolled in the Coliege of Agriculture at Purdue. 


However, the Thrashers have definitely not lost interest in Short- 
horns. Already they are looking forward to the time when the boys re- 
turn from College, when another farm has been added, and when business 
interests will permit them to have once more a top herd of Shorthorns to 
graze the limestone pastures of Indian Valley. 


The Indian Valley herd is backed by an enviable reputation gained 
through honest business practices over a long period of years. The pedi- 
grees are correct and the cattle are healthy. Every cow in the herd either 
has a calf at foot or shows every evidence of being well forward in calf. 
Any known faults will be clearly announced on sale day. As this is a 
dispersion sale no further guarantee will be given.
